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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments and amendments, see pgs 7-11, filed 03/1 5/2005, with respect to 
claims 1-4, 6-1 1 and 13-20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103 
rejection of claims 1-4, 6-11 and 13-20 has been withdrawn. Please refer to the reasons for 
allowance for details on the why the claims are being allowed. 

2. Applicant did not address the 35 USC 112 rejection submitted on 1/13/2005 by the 
Office. The rejection is reiterated in this Office Action. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because Fig. IB, element 132, "reciever" should be 
"receiver". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
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be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 4, 1 1 and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

5. Claim 4, 1 1 and 20 contain the trademark name MOBITEX. Where a trademark or trade 
name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the 
claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 USC 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source or goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe a type of 
communications network and, accordingly, the identification/description is does not comply with 
35 USC 112. The claims have been treated as requiring an access number. 

6. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1-4, 6-1 1 and 13-20 are allowed. 

8. The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach or suggest, alone 
or in combination, the systems and method as disclosed in claims 1, 8 and 15, including all the 
stated limitations, in particular where the automated/automatic registration and activation occurs 
at boot up and part of the automated/automatic registration and activation is the forwarding of a 
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network unit device identifier, e.g., an address. Note that the applicant admits that the instant 
application does not require ANY user/manual input and the network configuration of the 
wireless device is done automatically (e.g., page 10 of arguments), where the wireless device 
already has a network unit device identifier prior to bootup which is forwarded to the server 
during bootup. The closest prior art reference found, Fingerhut , though very similar, has a 
prompt for the user to enter what is the applicant terms network unit device identifier (Fig. 2, 
step 3 and Column 3, lines 45-55). Again, applicant has admitted that the instant application 
does not encompass this, where network configuration is fully automated. 

Conclusion 

9. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Claims objections to claims 4, 1 1 and 20. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
